Mayor VVood is resign¬ 
ing, effective Aug. 13, and 
John Uedlon, former chair¬ 
man of the Planning Com¬ 
mission, resigned several 
weeks ago. 


A record - high budget of 
$20,541,714 for I’ a s a d e n a 
schools was approved Tues¬ 
day by the School Board with 
liopes it couid be financed 
with a less than 10 per cent 
increase in local school taxes. 

The 1958-59 budget for the 
elmentary, high school and 
junior college districts was 
approved over the objection 
of board member Kdgar Bar- 
ratt, who called for an over¬ 
all 3 per cent slash in the 
budget. 

His request, made as an 
amendment to the budget ap¬ 
proval motion, died for lack 
of a second. Barratt was the 
only Board member who 
voted against the budget. 

THE BUDGET, $1,554,251 
more than last year’s, tenta¬ 
tively calls for a tax rate of 
$3.0354 per $100 assessed 
property valuation, approxi¬ 
mately the same levied in 
1956-57. The tax rate last year 
was $2.76. 

Dr. Robert Jenkins, school 
superintendent, pointed out 
that the actual tax rate will 
be set after the Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission indicates its 
assessed valuations for next 
year. The Commission has 
esimated the assessments 
will rise by 9.4 per cent on a 
state-wide basis. 

If the assessments in Pasa¬ 
dena rise by that amount, 
the budget could be financed 
by a rate of $3.0158. The 
Commission is expected to 
issue its official assessments 
Aug. 15. 

BOABD members appeared 
unconcerned over the fact 
that it would require a tax 
rate of $1.1649 to finance the 
high school district’s share of 
the budget. The legal tax 
rate is $1.16. 

Dr. Jenkins noted that the 
Board would have to make 
adjustments later to cut tlie 
high school budget if the pub¬ 
lic utilities assessments do 
not rise by at least 6 per 
cent, the amount necxled to 
bring the tax rate within the 
legai minimum. 

Greatest faetpr of cost in¬ 
crease in the three budgets 
was the increase in teacher 
salaries and salaries for now 
teachers. This boosted the 
budget from $10,441,417 last 
year to $12,501,003 for 1958-59. 

THE MINIMUM teaching 
salary in Pasadena next year 
will bo $4,600, as compared 
to $4,200 last year, and the 
maximum will be $8,970. The 
maximum last year was 
$7,600.

It is with sincere regrets, I believe, that most ol 
us say “goodby and good luck” to Dr. Lowell Jack- 
son, superintendent of schools who is leaving to as¬ 
sume his new job as associate professor of education 
at the University of Hawaii. 

In his one year here, his accomplishments were 
many. Among other things, he succeeded in establish¬ 
ing an effecient administrative system, in helping to 
pass a $300,000 school bond issue, in setting up a new 
district office and bookkeeping system, in outlining 
School Board rules and regulations and job descrip¬ 
tions for school personnel, and in building the school 
curriculum. 

DR. JACKSON, like all vigorous men dedicated 
to their jobs, was critisized frequently by well-mean¬ 
ing individuals. But he was prepared for his critics, 
accepted their comments calmly, and persevered. 

He is a true professional who, I believe, ap¬ 
proached his job philosophically and objectively. He 
established a school system which should make it 
easy for his successor. 

It takes time for people to accept changes, but, I 
believe, had Dr. Jackson remained in Sierra Madre, 
he eventually would have been recognized by every¬ 
one as an outstanding superintendent. 

The Sierra Madre Teachers Club, whose mem¬ 
bers didn’t always see eye-to-eye with Dr. Jackson, 
nevertheless, I think, recognize a competent admin¬ 
istrator when they see one. / 

IT WAS a fitting and gracious gesture on the 
part of the club to present Dr. Jackson with an Ha¬ 
waiian lei during his last School Board meeting Mon¬ 
day and to wish him good luck in his new job.

THE SENATE RACKETS 

Committee brought out proof 
of lots of crooked deals be- 
tw'een employers and em¬ 
ployes, gangsters, bribers 
and welfare fund thieves, 
and it will be a shame if no 
corrective legislation results. 

Wherever labor's methods 
are so loose they invite cor¬ 
ruption they should be 
screwed up tight, and influ¬ 
ence peddling should mean 
jail. But don’t forget that the 
right of collective bargain¬ 
ing is the only powerful 
weapon labor has, and the 
so-called right-to-work law 
would destroy collective bar¬ 
gaining. 

Since workers gained that 
right they and all America 
have prospered as no people 
e.s a whole ever prospered 
before. We certainly need 
laws to guarantee honest 
union elections, honest ac¬ 
counting of funds and an 
honest chance for every 
worker to exercise his pre¬ 
rogatives. 

But a Right-to-Work law 
would be a Right-to-Destroy 
Unions law, for many em¬ 
ployers would immediately 
employ many men pledged 
not to join unions, which 
would destroy the right of 
the majority tq take united 
action. Without that right, 
10,000 employers the nation 
over would right now be tak¬ 
ing advantage of the reces¬ 
sion to force wages down, 
desperate small businesses 
would reduce them still more 
and all of us would suffer.

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Arthritis, Birth Defects Are 
Targets of Polio Foundation 

(Presented as a public service by the Foothill District of 
the Los Angeles County Medical Association.) 

With victory against polio virtually assured, the Na¬ 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis has announced 
plans which will permit that organization to wage a scien¬ 
tific assault on other major health problems of the nation, 
with arthritis and birth defects as initial new targets. 


According to Basil O’Con¬ 
nor, president of the organi¬ 
zation that made possible the 
Salk polio vaccine, only 626 
cases of polio were reported 
during the first six months of 
1958, compared with 1,395 
cases reported during the 
first six months of 1957 and 
a pre-vaccination five-year 
average (1950-1954) of 3,812 
for the same period, These 
figures, he stated, offer med¬ 
ical evidence that paralytic 
polio is a diminishing prob¬ 
lem. 

THERE IS much to be 
learned about the Founda¬ 
tion’s new targets—arthritis 
and birth defects. 

Nobody knows exactly how 
many people have arthritis. 
Rheumatic diseases, includ¬ 
ing arthritis, are the lead¬ 
ing cause of di.sability in the 
United States today. They af¬ 
fect and cripple more people 
than any other chronic dis¬ 
ease. It is estimated that be¬ 
tween 11 and 30 million peo¬ 
ple are pre.sently suffering 
from some type of arthritis. 

There are two major types 
of arthritis: 

Rheumatoid arthritis — a 
chronic inflammatory dis¬ 
ease, worst of the rheumatic 
oripplers, occurs at all ages, 
but is particularly prevalent 
among young adults. The 
disease attacks women three 
times as often as men. 

Osteoarthritis — a degene¬ 
rative disease of the joints, 
usually occurs in older per¬ 
sons. 

THE NA'nONAL Founda¬ 
tion (its new name) will 
support research aimed at 
finding the cause, cure and 


method of preventing arthri¬ 
tis. This research will in¬ 
volve studies of basic mecha¬ 
nisms of the disease, the in¬ 
vestigation of drugs, the 
study of rehabilitation meth¬ 
ods and the social and psy¬ 
chological aspects of arthri¬ 
tic di.sability. Assistance will 
be offered to juvenile and 
adolescent arthritics through 
age 18. 

Birth defects, technically 
called congenital malforma¬ 
tions;, are probably the most 
Important unmet childhood 
medical problems. Each year 
they cause the death of 34,- 
(XX) infants who are stillborn 
or die within the first month 
of life. About 250,000 chil¬ 
dren are born in this coun¬ 
try each year with signifi¬ 
cant birth defects. 

Some of these defects are 
widely known and recogniz¬ 
ed. .4mong them are club 
foot, cleft lip and palate. 
There are over 600 different 
birth defects which, while 
not so familiar, are nonethe- 
le.ss serious medical prob¬ 
lems. 

The National Foundation 
will support research to 
study birth defects of all 
kinds seeking methods for 
preventing infant di.sability 
and will offfer aid to vic¬ 
tims of certain types of these 
afflictions.

1 cup clear broth or

1 tsp. grated fresh ginger 
(Powdered ginger may 
he substituted) 

1/3 cup soy sauce 

2 tbs. sake or white wine 

Heat these ingredients and 
serve warm in bowl. 

Ginger, a root that may be 
purchased in oriental stores, 
keeps well under refrigera¬ 
tion or it may be put in the 
ground in sand until ready to 
use it again. Just clean it 
off, grate what you need and 
return it to the sand. It will 
keep as long as a year. 

It should be grated with 
the finest of food graters. It 
also is a wonderful season¬ 
ing for fish as it does a good 
job of absorbing the pungent 
fishy odor as well as cutting 
the gamey flavor you so oft¬ 
en find in fish.

CUCUMBER AND CRAB 
SALAD 

2 cucumbers (firm) 

1 tsp. grated ginger 

1 tsp. sugar 
Salt 

2 tbs. lemon juice 
Flaked fresh or canned 
crab 

Skin cucumbers length¬ 
wise leaving .strips of green 
skin alternating with strips 
of peeled cucumber. Slice 
paper thin and sprinkle well 
with salt. Refrigerate for at 
least one-half hour. Remove 
from refrigerator and drain 
well. Season with ginger, 
lemon juice, sugar and half 
the crab meat. Place the mix- 
ture on individual salad 
dishes in lettuce beds and 
•sprinkle with the balance of 
the flaked crab meat. 

CHICKEN TERI-YAKI 
% cup soy sauce (KUcko 
Manshoyu) 

1/4 cup soke or white wine 
1/4 cup sugar or 1/3 cup 
white Karo 

1 clove chopped or press¬ 
ed garlic 

1 chicken fryer cut in 
serving pieces 

Blend together all ingredi¬ 
ents and marinate chicken in 
sauce over night or at least 
for several hours. Bake in a 
325° F. oven for about one 
hour, basting often with the 
sauce. You will get a beauti¬ 
ful glaze. The Japanese en¬ 
joy serving this dish hot or 
cold. It is wonderful for pic¬ 
nics. The sauce is also excel¬ 
lent on chunks of boneless 
pork.
